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1. The deleter In Tata has been taken over as an officers* quarters and 
casino. 

2. There is a new armored barracks north of the railroad station on the 
Tata-Dunaalmas road. It is occupied by the Rakosi Katyas armored offioers* 
school, with an armored training battalion. The total number of trainees 
is 1,600 men, from the classes 1929 to 1933. Many hare already spent a 
year with armored troops and have been sent here as volunteers; that is, 
they have been selected for officer candidate training and in a practical 
sense, given no chance of refusing. There are a number of Stalin T -34/85 
tanks and armored cars in the courtyard. 

3. There is another new armored barracks at the east side of the village of 
Tatatovaros , on the road to Agostyan, about 320 m from the railroad. It 
is occupied by 750 to 800 of the students of the armored officers* school. 
In the courtyard there are 18 to 22 T-54/85 tanks, 5 or 6 armored, cars , 

9 or 8 motorcycles, and 6 or 8 motorcycles with side cars. 

4. The infantry barracks is in the center of town, near the road to the 
Katerhasy Castle. It is occupied by an armored training battalion of 
650 men* The trainees are not officer candidates, but work with the 
trainees at the offlcerst school. The battalion is composed of a light 
armored company with eight armored cars; an armored company with six 
Stalin HI tanks and six T-34/85 tanks; and an SP gun unit with four 
30-100 end four 3U-152 guns*
